The Lieutenant Governor appoints three (3) commissioners,
including a current or fomer college educator with expertise in women'sissues. The Speaker of the House appoints
three (3) commissionersincluding a health care professional knowledgeablein women's health issues. The Attorney
General appoints three (3) commissionersincluding alaw professor or lawyer with expertise in women'sissues. All
commissioners serve in avoluntary capacity and are active in toerh groups that address issues of concern to women.

Some of the duties of the Commission areto (1) research and publish periodic reports documenting the status and
concerns of women; (2) advise and consult with the executive and legid ative branches on policies affecting the status
of women in Mississippi; (3) serve as aliaison between government, private interest groups, and the general public
concerned with services for women; and (4) educate the state regarding the status of women.

The objective of the Mississippi Commission on the Status of Women is the improvement of the overall quality of life
of women, especially in the areas of education, health, economics, palitical participation, and race relations. Its
mission isto assess and influence policies and practices that affect women through an inclusive, collaborative
process.
